is a story that needs told. And for those offended by the band- 
width, remeber this: some folks don't even get bandwidth, let 
alone know about it. (All I ask is a by-line.) 


PUT YOUR RADIO IN THESE SHOES 


It wasn't until after I'd shown Rashad the print shop and was in the 
middle of showing off the printery that it dawned on me. To Rashad, 
my printery and amateur radio station were like items in a supressed 
political novel. In my garage and radio shack he was looking at a kind 
of life that could only be imagined in those hidden moments where 
every word is squelched and where every pen lays still across blank 
sheets of paper. He was looking at a typically self-serving sort of 
gringo exposition that mimicked luau shirts and bermuda shorts worn 
by yankee tourist shouting at the locals because they don't speak 
English. Only this time it was not some abstract them. This time it 
was me. See my radios. See my country. Ain't we got it good? 

You have to understand that Rashad comes from one of those places 
on earth still euphemistically called by a name that includes the 
term "autonomous region." But there isn't any autonomy. Rashad comes 
from a place where the ruling elite expect him and his family to learn 
the palace language. He comes from a place where his culture and religion 
make him a minority of contention. He comes from a place where his people 
are a threat to the magnificently repressive structure that exists in 
what is left of Communism. So to Rashad, my printing presses are dangerous 
machines, and dangerous in a way that goes beyond pinched fingers or 
the dangers of type metal alloy dust. My printing presses have started 
revolutions. Presses like mine have gotten people killed. 

And my radios are dangerous as well. In fact, the entire idea of 
amateur radio was so foreign to Rashad that it took quite a bit of 
explaining for him to see how it works. To think that a private person 
might be able to collect or build or operate any sort of private 
communication station was as difficult for him to understand as might 
be his own language to a speaker of German or Russian or Mandarin 
Chinese. In many ways, my radios were just another 35mm camera around 
the neck of another bumbling, monolingual American tourist looking 
for a McDonalds in downtown Alma Ata. That's the way he might have 
seen them. But I would like to think otherwise. 

I would like to think that my collection of radio toys presents 
the possibility of a future freedom. I would like to think that, some- 
when between my showing Rashad "the stuff" and his possible return to 
his homeland, things will change. I would like to think that he and 
I -- or one of his countrymen or women and I -- might some day exchange 
"ko"p yetmishu"cler" while our families smile in the background. I 
would like to think that. I would like to hope for that. 

In the meantime, however, reality sits in front of me at the 
operating position like a brick tossed through an open window. It's 


the kind of reality that pulls at the mind and at the heart. It's the 
kind of reality that should make us all consider just how much 

free space we have on the spectrum of life on this planet. It's the 
kind of reality that should make us realize just how many other 
people there are yet in this world for whom our radio toys are 

not just something to play with after dinner when the dishes are 
washed and put away. 

The reality is, after all, quite simple. Tens of thousands of 
men, women and youngsters all over the Earth have the time and 
money and legal right to sit down in front of a transmitter and 
receiver and talk with each other. Most of them can talk about the 
weather and their radio set-ups and their children or friends 
outside playing cricket or soccer or mowing the lawn. Some of those 
many might even talk about their economic situation. A few others 
might talk about local elections or politics or religion. And a 
smaller number might feel politically comfortable enough to even 
discuss politics or local historical events. And in the middle of 
that slowly dwindling number of radio fanatics able to speak freely 
sit the gringos harping away every night on 75 meters about the 
military, the government, the Waco debacle, their powerful ampli- 
fiers and their smug, self-righteous privilege of speaking their 
minds, no matter how ill-informed or irrational their minds might 
be. 

And for Rashad, that whole idea is as revolutionary as the first 
sura of the Qur'an: "Bismillah el-rahman el-rahim..." a phrase that 
has started one revolt after another in his country over the past 
two or three centuries. And each revolt was supressed as meanly and 
as viciously as the last. Each revolt meant fewer mosques and fewer 
of my guest's people being admitted to the central government's 
univerities. To Rashad, our little nightly temper tantrums on 75 
meters are unbelievable in ways that we -- as members of a self- 
appointed select -- will never, ever, in all of time, understand. 

And when that one, single thought, which can only be explained 
in all these paragraphs, finally dawned on me, I turned off the 
radios, disconnected the antennas and said to Rashad, "I'm sorry. 
This is not at all fair." So we went inside the house and sat and 
talked over cups of tea while my youngest boy fed catnip to our 
cat. And Rashad told me the story of his finally getting a chance 
to come here, and how he left his family and friends on the exact 
opposite side of the world from where I sit today, the radios 
silent in front of me. 

All that is left is the silent prai 

All that is left is the silent prayer by which every human 
should greet the other: A'ssalamu'a"la"ykum yoldas’. A"ssalamu 
‘a"la"ykum. May you life in peace, brother of the road. May 
you live in peace.

it is a case logic dm-2 cd player carry case for $19.99. the main 
compartment is just the right height and depth for the norcal 40a. 
it has a removable velcro divider and enough room left over for 
cables or a small gel cell (or maybe a small homebrew tuner?). 

my j-38 straight key and radio shack headphones just fit in the 
larger outside pocket. the smaller outside pocket easily holds 

2 of the radio shack 8 cell aa battery holders. it even has a
